A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1 , 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The attorney discussed the difference between Lewis et al and his 
invention. He discussed the difference between configuration records and device specific commands. He said that 
device specific commands are DOS-like commands that are also comparable to the Cisco CLL commands. Fig. 3 of 
Lewis et al discloses configuration records which comprises of attribute value pairs but NO configuration instructions 
are disclosed that are needed to implement the configuration record. He also disclosed that the configuration records 
are stored in a central location in his invention while Lewis et al does not store his configuration records in a central 
location. I told the attorney that I would take this into consideration when the amendment comes back but the 
amendment has to reflect these differences to be able to be considered. Attorney agreed to send an amendment that 
would hopefully overcome Lewis et al rejection.. 
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
